1 . Receipt is acknowledged of the amendment filed 5/29/2005. 

2. Claims 1-11, 15-16, 18, and 20-21 are pending, and claims 12-14, 17, and 19 have been 
cancelled. 

3. As applicant indicated in the REMARK field 5/29/2005, claims 20-21 are also allowable 
because the claims 20-21 depend from the allowed claim 15. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-11, 15-16, 18, and 20-21 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: With regard to 
independent claims 1 and 15, the prior art of record fails to teach a planar surface illuminator for 
use beneath a liquid crystal display panel having a light guide plate a plurality of light emitting 
diodes, configured as claimed, wherein a plurality of dots formed on the bottom surface, wherein 
at least some of the dots positioned at the shortfall areas are made of melamine-based fluorescent 
particles and function as small light sources lighting the shortfall areas. Claims 2-11, 16, 18, and 
20-21 depend from claims 1 and 15. Therefore, claims 1-11, 15-16, 18, and 20-21 are patentable 
over the prior art of record.
